Cost Of Living 
Bonus Pay For 
Civil Servants 


OTTAWA, Aug. 28.—(CP)— 
Effective from Aug. 1 a cost of 
living bonus will be paid to the 
vast majority of members of the 
federal public service — those 
earning less than $2,100 a year 
and all manual workers—it was 
announced Wednesday. 

Civil service officials estimate 
that about 85,000 Dominion gov- 
ernment employees from coast to 
coast will qualify for bonus pay- 
ments. 

A flat rate bonus will be paid to 
all full time and seasonal employ- 
ees earning between $1,296 and 
$2,100 a year, to full time manual 
workers without supervisory duties 
who are engaged in war work and 
earning over $2,100 a year, and to 
heads of households earning less 
than $1,296 a year 
MAXIMUM FLAT RATE 

The flat rate bonus is 25 cents 
a week for each one per cent rise 
in the cost of living. Maximum flat 
rate bonus payable immediately 
will, be $11.91 a month since the 
cost of living had risen 11 per cent 


at July 1, 1941, as compared with 
Aug. 1, 1939. 
Part time employees and full 


lime employees earning less than 
$1,296 a year who are not heads of 
households will receive a percen- 
tage bonus, based on one per cent 
of the total compensation received 
by the employee for each one per 
cent increase in the cost of living 
In the first instance the maximum 
bonus will be 11 per cent of total 
compensation. 

In no case may the percentage 
bonus received by any employee 
exceed the bonus which would be 
payable under the flat-rate. 

The order-in-council providing 
for the bonus to civil servants was 
made public yesterday along with 
an explanatory memorandum from 
the finance department. 


SERVICES EXCLUDED 

“A definition of the public service 
ef Canada, provided in the order- 
in-council, specifically excludes the 
Canadian National Railway Com- 
pany, the Canadian Broadcasting 
Corporation, the Bank of Canada, 
the Military, Naval, Air and Aux- 
jliary forces of Canada and the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police,’ 
this memorandum said. 

“Specific provision has been 
made in the order-in-council for 
the exclusion of the class Reven- 
ue Postmaster and staff of reven- 
ue post offices for whom a separ- 
ate bonus plan is in course ef 
preparation. 

“A postmaster of a semi-staff post 
office who is a civil servant and his 

staff will receive bonus.”

Powers Delegated 
Board, Re-Defined 


OTTAWA, Aug. 28—(CP)—Broad 
powers delegated to the Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board have been 
amplified and re-defined by a new 
order-in-counci] “in order to more 
effectually enforce the _ board's 
orders or action taken pursuant to 
authority conferred,” it was made 
known Wednesday. 

Actually the order - in - council 
does not greatly increase the 
board's authority but it con- 
solidates under one order powers 
granted the board originally and 
from time to time. 

The board may “require any per- 
son to perform such act in respect 

of any necessary of life as is 
deemed by the board to be desir- 
able or to require any person to 
refrain from performing such act 
as is deemed by the board to be 
undesirable, in order more effect- 
ually to enforce its orders or to 
exercise its powers respecting such 
necessary of life.” 

The board is also empowered to 
“prescribe the conditions under 
which any necessary of life may oe 
sold or offered for sale.” 

It has had these wide powers 
heretofore but not set out in so 
many words, a spokesman said.

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France In Revolt 


The attempted assassination of 
Pierre Laval in Versailles gives a fair 
indication of the seething resentment 
among the people of France over the 
attempt of Petain’s Vichy administra- 
tion to nazify that unhappy country. 

This piece of violence, which un- 
happily failed, is far more illuminating 
than isolated acts of sabotage. For 
while sabotage might be inspired by 
reatlessness or even sheer mischief, the 
attempt to kill Laval reveals desperae 
tion. 

It was a desperate act because 
Laval has had no illusions about his 
own popularity. He was doubtless 
guarded as closely as Hitler. For a 
group of patriots to plot his death, then, 
was to give evidence of a desperate 
anger far deeper and much more 8ig- 
nificant than mere rioting or destruc- 
tion of property. 

The truth is that France is in revolt. 

Frenchmen have never been patient 
under oppression. Throughout all 
history they have been one ofthe most 
free nations in Europe. Their passion 
for liberty is well-established. ~ 

It has been said that they are a 
passive race because they endured for 
so long the conditions which led up to 
the Revolution. It is not a fair con- 
clusion. They delayed their Revolution 
only because the causes of their dis- 
content were not nearly so irritating as 
some historians have sought to paint 
them. 

As a matter of fact, the so-called 
oppression which provoked the Revolu- 
tion was a mild and benign thing com- 
pared to the’ rigors and humiliations 
that are heaped upon them now. 

The Austrian troops of Marie An- 
tionette which aroused their fury in 
1790 were mere casual visitors com- 
pared to, the present German army of 
occupation, 

The taxes imposed by Louis XVI 
were generous compared to the taxes 
imposed by Petain. 

They cut off the head of that same 
king because, as they said, he restricted 
their liberty. What fate have they in 
store for Petain and his confederates 
who have not only destroyed their 
liberty completely but have condemned 
them to generations of penance for 
having committed the sin of opposing 
Hitler? 

Certainly the Monarchy, which they 
repudiated so violently, never called 
them traitors and bad Frenchmen for 
defending their own country. 

The French have a genius for 
revolt. And they are exercising it now. 

The only hope is that zeal will not 
lead them into the beginning of actions

The Geneva Tribune reports from 
Berlin that Bulgaria, which undertook

Part of the problem stems from the 
fact that Russia is not a signatory of 
the so-called Geneva convention of 
1929 governing the handling of war 
prisoners. In the other campaigns of 
the war, the convention has worked 
almost better than might be expected 
in a continent spinning dizzily toward 
destruction and collapse. 

Almost as soon as the Nazi forces 
started over the Russian border, the 
International Red Cross began negotia- 
tions to meet the absence of any formal 
agreement. Dr. Marcel Junod, agent for 
the International Committee since the 
days of the Spanish War, was sent to 
Ankara where an information centre 
was to be established, The Russians 
had indicated they would co-operate. 


What the status of these negotia- 
tions is now, is not known exactly. 
Spokesmen for the International Com- 
mittee in Geneva said today that Dr. 
Junod is still in Ankara and still hop- 
ing to set up some organized system 
for an exchange of reports. 

Carl J. Burckhardt, former League 
of Nations high commissioner for 
Danzig, and also a member of the Inter- 
national Red Cross Committee, mean- 
while, returned recently from Berlin 
where he studied the problems created 
by the growing number of Russian 
prisoners. 


Reports from Berlin, at the same 
time, say that numerous, prisoners on 
both sides have never reached prison 
camps. According to these accounts, 
the Russians are singling out, for the 
most part, members of the S.S., par- 
ticularly the Leibstandarte Adolf Hit- 
ler, the Fuehrer’s handpicked body- 
guard of troops. 

Similar summary treatment is 
reported for Communist party mem- 
bers among the Red soldiers captured 
by the Germans. 

The Germans are getting a taste of 
their own ruthless medicine. 

They do not appear to like it.

Washington's mission to Chungking 
will be headed by  Brig.-Gen. John 
Magruder who has twite served as mili- 
tary attache in China. Dispatches from 
the U.S. capital hinted that his duties will 
include acting as military adviser to Gen. 
Chiang, and possibly as co-ordinator to 
strengthen the defence efforts of the 
various Pacific countries which oppose 
Japan's effort to drive southward with 
her so-called New Order of East Asia. 


Resent Gasoline 


Naturally enough from their point of 
view, the Japanese resent the fact Ameri- 
can high octane gasoline, No. 1 quality’ 
aviation fuel, is being sent to Russia 
whereas it is banned to Japan under a 
Washington executive order. And Tokyo 
Says it is “especially displeasing” that such 
fuel is “passing under the very noses of 
the Japanese”—a reference to the geo- 
on ra position of Vladivostok, Russia's 

acific ocean port, all but surrounded by 
a ring of Japanese islands. / 

The Russians, to whom uninterrupted 
flow.of American supplies is of increasing 
importance ‘because they are losing a 
number of industrial points in the Ukraine 
to Hitler's forces, sought to stave off any 
precipitate action by Tokyo. 

The Soviet government would regard 
it as an unfriendly act if Japan made any 
attempt to hinder normal trade relations 
between the United States and Russia, the 
Japanese were informed. Importation of 
American supplies was in no sense a 
threat to Japan, Moscow said, such goods 
were destined for use in “the defensive 
war imposed upon the Soviet Union, as 
well as for agricultural needs.” 

Japan Warned 

Winston Churchill's warning to Japan, 
that failure to reach a settlement with the 
United States now would find Great 
Britain aligned with America in the ensu- 
ing war, has undoubtedly dampened Jap- 
anese zeal, 

A real desire of Japan to avoid a clash 
with the United States and Britain is read 
into Saturday’s statement by Admiral 
Kichisaburo Nomura, Japanese am- 
bassador to Washington. Following his 
conference with Secretary of State Cordell 
Hull, Admiral Nomura declared that it 
would be folly of the worst kind if a 
bridge between the Japanese and Ameri- 
can positions were not to be found. 


With 


It seems to be clegr that ihe Japanese 
now are aware that the German campaign 
in Russia is not likely to be brought to a 
successful conclusion within the next few 
weeks and are anxious to secure improve- 
ment, however temporary, in their rela- 
tions with Britain and the United States. 

Moreover, Tokyo is believed to regard 
the American promise of assistance to 
Russia and continued help to China as 
creating the greatest possible obstacle to 
japsneee expansion on the Chinese main- 


nd, 
U.S. Mediation 


These factors, cou, with the firm 
attitude of the United States, Great 
Britain and the Netherlands toward Ja 
anese expansionist activities, probab 
motivated the Japanese proposals to 
Washington. 

These proposals are believed to have 
suggested American mediation of the war 
in China in return for which Japan would 
pledge herself to restrict her expansion- 
ist plans. The United States would, how- 
ever, be expected to assist Japan in secur- 
ing “special economic privileges” in the 
Far Eastern area which to all intents and 
eng includes Malaya, Thailand, the 

utch East Indies and the Philippines. 

It is doubtful if the United States 
found any basis for discussion in the pro- 
posals submitted and the vehemence of 
Churchill's warning to Japan is seen as 
an indication that Washington found little 
in them except Japan’s desire to be 
assisted toward extending her sway over 
the entire Far East, without having to 
fight the United States and the British 
Empire. " 

On the other hand, neither London nor 
Washington has ever made any secret of 
its desire to avoid‘ a conflict in the Pacific, 
if war can be averted without imperiling 
vital American and British interests there. 

The forthright and firm tone of the 
passage in Churchill's speech dealing with 
Japan confirms the belief that British 
naval strength has been greatly increased 
lately. Some months ago it would prob- 
ably have been impossible for the British 
Prime Minister to speak so confidentially 
of the war in the Pacific, if Japan makes 
war inevitable. y 

Navy Stronger 

Churchill's reference to the Prince of 
Wales, the ship which took him to the con- 
ference with President Roosevelt, as 
“almost the newest British battleship,” 
means that the Duke of York, sistership of 
the Prince of Wales, now is in commission. 

These new battleships, plus the former 
American destroyers—all of whith, it is 
learned in London, have been’ recondi- 
tioned and now are in service—and count- 
less other ships which have been coming 
off the ways in British shipyards lately, 
probably have enabled the British to send 
substantial naval reinforcements to the 
Far East. . 

The institution of the United States 
naval patrol] in the Atlantic and the new 
British measures to combat attacks on 
shipping from the air—the nature of 
which cannot be revealed—have so far 
reduced German attacks on Atlantic ship- 
ping that German shipping losses are now 
said to exceed British. 

This means that British assistance in 
the Pacific area will not be as negligible 
as it might have been a few months ago. 

If Churchill's warning is correctly in- 
terpreted in Tokyo, the Japanese may see 
a way to reduce further the demands 
made in their pro ls to Washington. 

But whether American public opinion 
would permit the United States to mediate 
in the war with China unless such media- 
tion meant Japanese withdrawal, not only 
militarily but politically as well from 
China, is highly doubtful. And there is 
little doubt that the Japanese would ex- 
pect such mediation to leave them in 
possession of considerable areas ‘in China. 


Descendants Of Victoria 


Progeny Of Queen Are Settled: 


In Almost Every Country 
Of Europe 
FROM THE LONDON TIMES 


Soames, the Galsworthian man of 
property, would have sniffed appre- 
ciatively over a lawsuit about testa- 


mentary gifts which, under the terms of 
the late Lord Leverhulme’s will, were to 
take effect ai the expiration of 21 years 
from the death of the last survivor of the 
descendants of Queen Victoria. The sum 
in hand is nearly £3,000,000, But the ques- 
tion has now arisen whether the gifts are 
void for uncertainty, and the judge has 
adjourned the case for further evidence. 

Queen Victoria, with her strong sense 
of family duty and her voluminous cor- 
respondence, would have been shocked, 
and probably annoyed, if she had been 
told that it might be difficult to trace all 
her relations. Indeed most people would 
have thought at one time that her lineal 
descendants could have been found 
through the usual works of reference. But 
what was comparatively easy 30 or 40 
years ago may be extremely difficult 
today. 

A cursory glance shows that, apart 
from England, her descendants settled on 
the Continent in Germany, Russia, Austria, 
Norway, Sweden, Denmark, Spain, Yugo- 


slavia and Rumania. In Russia the late 
Tsaritsa was a granddaughter of Queen 
Victoria, and it is now almost impossible 
to ascertain whether any member of the 
Imperial family is still alive. Nor is the 
difficulty limited to that great historic 
tragedy. In Germany and Central Europe 
persons of the highest rank have also 
mysteriously disappeared and it is quite 
probable that there are continental de- 
scendants of Victoria who have fallen into 
penury and obscurity. 

There are in existence a number of 
trusts of the “Queen Victoria descendants” 
class, most of which have come into being 
through the use of obsolete precedents 
adapted to dates, for example 1910, when 
the descendants were still a relatively 
ascertainable class. 

In the end it may become necessary to 
cut the Gordian knot, and to pass an act 
of parliament enabling a time-limit to be 
set at which such dispositions may be de- 
termined. It would be convenient, for 
instance, if the act were to provide that 
the descendants of Queen Victoria living 
at, say, January 1, 1942, should be deemed 
for the purposes of these trusts to include 
certain named persons and no others. 
That would enable all the trusts to be 
conveniently esi

in a road show that is 
a Fee main show. 

le is perhaps the first~ 
H. McLemore governor of a state to 
make an art of suspender-snapping and 
tobacco chewing. His suspenders, or gal- 
luses, as he likes to call them, are flaming 
red and a lesser man could not take the 
punishment he inflicts on himself by pull- 
ing them out about a yard and letting 
them fly back against his chest. 
Plug Technique 

But as accomplished as he is with his 
suspenders, Governor Talmadge has even 
greater talent with a plug of tobacco, He 
carries his plug in his right hip pocket and 
no sheriff of the Old West was ever 
quicker on the draw with his gun than the 
Governor is with his tobacco, In one 
motion, and with the grace of a gull 
swooping on a crumb, he can whip the 
plug from its resting place, fan it into 
position before his mouth, take a bite and 
Start chewing. 

The Governor is what is known as a 
“free-style talker.” Just name a subject 
and he will exhaust it and you before he 
is through. One of his favorite topics is 
newspapers.

War Is Changing The Labor Picture In Great Britain 


Trades Unions Different As New* 


Conditions Appear In War 
Production 
By DOROTHY THOMPSON 

LONDON.—(By Wireless)—-The pres- 
sure of war is not only breaking down the 
old concepts of management and intro- 
ducing much more consideration of the 
needs and psychology of the workers and 
a greater intercourse between workers 
and managers, but it is also modifying 
trade union policies. 

In parliament and out 
of it there is much 
criticism of Ernest Bevin, 
Britain's powerful min- 
ister of labor who heads 
the Transport and Gen- 
eral Workers Union, It is 
said that he favors the 
workers, but does not use 
the powers granted him, 


Dorothy which are very extensive, 
Thompson including the right to 
send workers to any part of England, 


amounting to labor conscription. 
Bevin replies that he understands the 


workers a uses his powers exactly to 
the extent absolutely necessary, but 
human beings must be regarded as such 


and no efficiency results from a complete 
disregard of human factors. 


More Patient 
Cer'ainly nobody in Englend hes @ 
greater intention to help win this war 


than Bevin, or has a more ardent hatred 
of Fascism. He is more patient with the 
workers than with red tape and bureau- 
cracy. He scares some people by the com- 
plete conviction and intention that there 
will be a new England after the war. 

If asked, “What sort of a new Eng- 
land?” he says social democracy with free- 
dom, In such a new order of freedom he 
sees the trade unions playing a leading 
role. 

My own impression is that he is far 
from coddling the workers. He is 
patiently attempting to prepare them for 
on incoenned social and political responsi- 

ility. 

British trade unions are miles ahead of 
those in the United States in this matter 
of the responsibility of craft unions, which 
really are guilds that have maintained 
very high standards of work for genera- 
tions, Fo be skilled in anything admits a 
worker to a real aristocracy of labor based 
not merely on high wages, but high stand- 
ards of performance, 

British labor is permeated also with 
simple Christian concepts of justice and 
decency. The role of non-conformist re- 
ligious bogies in training labor leaders is 
interesting though seldom stressed. But 
many of the best labor speakers have 
received an education in social literature 
and philosophy and ‘training in public 
speaking through non-conformist churches 
and lay preaching in which the power to 
speak so as to move audiences is de- 
veloped, and socia) philosophy is inextric- 


ably united with Christian principles. 
A man like A V, ‘Alexander, who 


entered politics by way of the Labor party 
and is now First Lord of the Admiralty, 
will talk for hours about his impoverished 
childhood in Bristol] and an education that 
was stopped because he was compelled to 
go to work at the age of 13, then continued 
through books urged upon him by 
preachers, 

Craft unions have had to make in- 
numerable concessions under the stress 
of war production, but adjustments came 
with a minimum of stoppage and strain 
fundamentally because the war on Adolf 
Hitler is the workers’ war, and the defense 
of unionism.is hearty and profound in this 
country. 

The necessity to disperse industries 
away from a few centres because of the 
danger of being bombed and reintegrate 
the whole into a system whereby if one 
factory is knocked out the same work is 
continuing with an enlarged load else- 
where, created immense problems of 
moving, feeding and housing the workers. 


New Conditions — 


Hotels had tO be but for the workers, 
communal feeding had to be established, 
transportation arranged. Women workers 
streaming into industry because of the 
shortage of man power first met the 
hostility of both management and work- 
ers, especially in the mechanical trades 
where it was not believed women could 
operate huge mechanical lathes, ete. 

However, apprehension concerning the 
women were ahsolutely confounded in 


practice, Many problems, it is frankly 


admitted, have been  unsatisfactorily 
solved. On the other hand, there have 
been immense gains for labor. For ine 
stance, among the merchant sailors, who 
now get an annual wage and regular 
leaves and free transportation to their 


families. 
Sacrifices 


The willingness of workers to make 
sacrifices seems to warrant putting prob- 
lems up to them. For instance, the miners 
were asked to decide whether they would 
be willing to allow the use of fast, refrig- 
erated ships, normally carrying food 
from the United States, for transportin 
troops to the Middle East, which woul 
ort reduction of already inadequate 


Amidst cheers they voted unanimo 
to reduce the rations, which ry A 
especially hard on miners whose work 
often makes them Jose three to seven 
pounds a day in the pits. Such action also 
amounts to voluntary contributions from 
the workers for the comforts of the armed 
forces,

Eleven new cases of poliomye- 
litis (infantile paralysis) reported 
up until Thursday, have increas- 
ef the number afflicted with this 
Gisease in Alberta to 80, accord- 
ing to Dr. A. C. McGugan, pro- 
vincial director of communicable 
diseases, 

At the same time Dr. McGugan 
renorted two new cases of encepha- 
litis (sleeping sickness) which 
increases the total since the pre- 
sent outbreak to 12. So far only 
two deaths have taken place from 
these diseases, one from each. 


New polio cases reported by Dr. 
McGugan were: One man 22 years 


old in Edmonton; a girl of 11 at 
Viking; boy of 14 at Raymond; boy 
of 15 at Black Diamond; woman of 
23 at High River; woman of 45 at 
Diamond City, near Lethbridge; a 
four-year-old girl at Iron Springs: 
a man of $1 at Burdet Municipal 
District, in the southern part of 
the province; Glenevis, a youth of 
18; Improvement District No. ‘BS, 
near Brooks, a man of 22, and a 
boy of eight at Medicine Hat. 

Sleeping sickness cases re- 
ported Thursday were one from 
Lethbridge and one from Black 
Diamond, 


Dr. McGugan declared that the 
Provincial health board was con- 
tinuing to exercise the greatest 
care in both preventive and cura- 
tive measures and he urged con- 
tinuance of avoidance of crowds 
and segregation of children on 
their own premises. 


Troops Leave 
For Training 


As approximately 400 soldiers 
Moved out of here Wednesday 
night for advanced training cen- 
tres at eastern points, following 
completion of two months basic 
training at the Grande Prairie and 
Camrose basic training centres, 
about 200 recruits moved into the 
basic centres for early training.

A plant in Britain is manufactur 
ing a 15,000 kilowat turbo-generator, 
costing about $250,000, for the city.

With Canada host this week 
to Hon... Peter Fraser, prime 
minister of New Zealand, one 
Edmonton army officer over- 
seas recalled in a letter to his 
wife here the unexpected plea- 
sure of dining with Mr. Fraser 
while on a recent visit to 
Glasgow. 

He is Lt. Jack Turner, for- 
mer teacher at H. A. Gray in- 
fermediate school here and 
new on military leave-of-ab- 
sence, and brother of George 
Turner, president of the Ed- 
monton Red Chevron Club. 
While in Glasgow he met a 
New Zealand flying officer 
who invited him to dine with 
a “couple of civilians.” One 
was introduced as a “Mr. 
Fraser,” and the meal had been 
progressing ‘some time before 
Lt. Turner realized he was be- 
ing entertained by the New 
Zealand prime minister, and 
that the flying officer was one 
of his aldes-de-camp.

Your Baby 
And Mine 


By MYRTLE MEYER ELDRED 


How babies do hate being held 
down while clothes are put on or 
diapers changed. They want to be 
wiggling and kicking and moving 
all the time and those hard, strong 


hands, which curb their activity, 
are just something to get away 
from, 


It's easier to dross a baby on 
some small surface which prevents 
him from scuttling away too far and 
too fast. Changed or dressed on a 
bed, the baby can get to the far 
end with the mother following him 
in exasperation, 

That mothers do get annoyed 
is not to be wondered al, since 
changing is such a frequent cere- 
mony. And there always is the 
danger, when baby moves so 
much ahd must be held forcibly, 
that a pin may puncture tender 
flesh. But this is typical baby 
behavior and it cannot rightly be 
called a tantrum. 

Mrs, W. L. refers to such behavior 
asa tantrum. She writes: 

“My 9-month baby has temper 
tanirums every time I dress him. 
He has been acting this way since 
he was 4 months, Now he is so 
strong I can hardly handle him, I 
have never seen a baby do this and 
it is so nerve-wracking 1 feel like 
crying after I have him dressed. 1 
|have given him a few spanks, but 
it does No good. I really think he 
is worse 

“He is a fine, healthy boy, eats 
and sleeps well. But he's restless 
riding in a car. When he ge's tired 
of standing up, he begins pulling my 
hair and biting me and he screams 
and kicks. There is no pleasure in 
taking him for a ride. I get so dis- 
couraged.

Suppose you try making dressing 
a pleasanter interlude in the day, 
instead of just a tug-of-war between 
you and baby? His clothes should 
be piled up ready to put on, so that 
the whole thing takes the least pos-

If you have 
a chance, go ‘o some hospital and 
let a nurse show you how to put 
on clothes.

Your Figure 
Madame!

It's good appetizing food that selis 
00d nutrition to the family. Food 
80 good you eat it for the sheer joy 
of eating—not because it is “good 
for you”. That's the opinion of 
nutritionists as expressed in the 
‘Market Basket.” It isn't necessar- 
ily expensive food that makes eat- 
ing fun, but meals that are skill- 
fully planned, well-cooked and 
attractively served. Cheerful table 
conversation, comradeship and 
laughter are the other ingredients 
suggested, for without these the 
best-planned assortment of food 
does not add up to well-being. 

The “Market Basket” passes along 
a number of tips for the home- 
maker. Perhaps you use all of the 
pointers given and, in that case, 
you will enjoy reading them just 
to find out that you have been 
doing for yeurs al) the things the 
experts advise. 

Coler, temperature and texture 
are important in every meal. 
Cambine the rich brown of e sav- 
ery pot rosst with the erange of 
carrote—the golden hue of ripe 
peaches with the deep purple of 
blackberries—the bright red of 
tomatecs on cool eslad greens. 

Variety in texture is important, 
Don't have all the foods soft, like 
a soffie with the main course ana 
a dessert with a custard base; nor 
all crisp foods, like cole slaw with 
corn en the cob and celery, It's 
better to have interesting contrasts: 
crunchy toast with soup; crisp salad 
with baked beans. Too many 
watery vegetables gt one meal are 
not sppealing, like summer squash 
with succotash. Two starchy veg- 
etables should not be served at the 
same meal, like potatoes with lima 
beans. Grilled tomato with lima 
beans would be a better combin- 
ation. 

And, of course, all hot foods 
should be served piping hot, and 
cold foods really cold. 

In the opinion of Uncle Sam's ex: 
perts, nothing can do so much to gel 
the family really interested in eat- 
ing as good cooking. 

There is an art in cooking veg- 
etables, and properly cooked veg- 
etables not only retain their food 
values but sell the family on their 
use. Here are some of the basic 
rules: 

When cooking vegetables, use 
very little water, cook quickly for 
a short time only and do not add 
soda. We all realize that vegetable: 
that are cooked for a long time in 
a large quantity of water taste like 
nothing on earth! Use the liquids 
in which the vegetables are cooked 

—it makes soups, sauces and grav: 
jes delicious,

doctors at the various military med- 
ical examining boards has shown a 
considerably larger percentage of 
cases of active tuberculosis than 
was at first supposed. 

Unfortunately tuberculosis is an 
insidious diseage and is the result of 
years of continued enervation and 
wrong habits of living. The disease 
is very slow in dveloping and it is 
however usually preceded by 
months, or even years, of insignifi- 
cant symptoms, At first there is a 
general debility and enervation, the 
blood pressure is low, the victim 
will feel more tired in the morning 
than when going to bed, and will 
never s@em to be able to get enough 
rest, Later, a slight persistent cough 
appears, This may be only early in 
the morning at first, and then later 
this may be evident at other periods 
of the day. 

Although mucus may be begin- 
ning to form in the irritated lung 
Passages, there may be little or no 
mucus coughed up at the start. As 
the disease progresses, the patient 
becomes weaker and weaker, and in 
an effort to throw off the toxins in 
the blood stream, nature frequently 
causes the victim to sweat profuse- 
ly at night. I have seen cases where 
the bed and bed-clothes, and night 
clothes were virtually wringing wet. 

As the disease progresses further 
the patient: develops the typical 
hectic flush of the tubercular, and 
there is an afternoon fever, which 
is a definite indication of active in- 
fection. 

Tuberculosis is not hereditary 
Families are known to have a lack 
of resistance against, or a tendency 
toward the development of this 
disease. The infection may be con- 
fined to the lungs or may become 
general, in which case it is much 
more difficult to treat. 

There is a strange phenomenon 
connected with this disorder, and 
that is, the patient is usually quite 
optimistic about the outcome and 
he assures himself and his friends 
that he is going to get well, How- 
ever, it takes much more than this 
Recognized in its early stages, pul- 
monary tuberculosis can definitely 
be arrested and I have also seen it 
arrested in many cases in advanced 
stages, but the patient must defin- 
itely make up his mind that he is 
willing to carry out strict regime 


which wil! build the strength of 
the body to a point where the re- 
sistance will become high enough 
to stop further invasion by the 
tubercule bacillus into what re- 
mains of the lung tissue which is 
healthy, 

It has been well demonstrated 
that medicines are of little value 
in the treatment of T.B. and modern 
authorities have discarded the old 
idea which foolishly urged the 
tubercular patient to eat more food 
and be fn bed most of the time 
Stuffing an already enervated and 
weakened constitufion with addi- 
tional burdens of digesting large 
amounts of food tends to made mat. 
ters worse. 

Incipient tuberculosis is not easily 
diagnosed, but since the advent of 
the x-ray, it may be detected when 
no other symptoms are present at
